Department of Interior Was for Two 
Years Without Original Papers 
Ror Had Been Supplied to Mr. 

oster. 


In the debate a few days ago as to 
whether or not original documents in 
thd custody of government, depart- 
ménta may be demanded by.iniem 
of parliament without reason agsign- 
ed, the minister of the interior spoke 
in part as follows, (frem Hansard) :— 

Hon. Frank Oliver (minister of the 
interior)—Mr, Speak-r, I would like to 
tale exception, in so far as the de- 
partment of the interior is concerned 
at any rate, to the very definite state- 
ment made by the hoon, member for 
North Toronto (Mr.Foster) in the early 
part of his remarke. that every en. 
deavor was made to ‘prevent the op- 
position from getting information. 
Since I have had the honor of having 
charge of the department of the -in- 
terior, the members of the House will 
bear me ont in saying—their remem- 
brance will be the same as mine—that 
never in the history of parliament has 
there been such a demand for infor: 
mation from the department of the 
interior, or any other department of 
the government, and never has that 
demand been aveeded to as fully and 
as readily and with as little question. 
My hon. friends on the other side of 
the House absolutely tied up the busi- 
ness of the interior department dur- 
ing the session before last until I had 
to phree the facts before the House 
and put upon them the resonsibility 
for the fact that the business of the 
country could not ‘be carried on 
through that department, I say that 
my hou.friend is not Warranted in any 
degree in that statement in so far as 
the departinent of the interior is con- 
cerned, a fact that must necesarily 
have’ been within his knowledge from 
his long purliamentary experience. — I 
repeat that never in the history of the 
country has there been a demand up- 
on a single department for informa- 
tion such as had been made upon the 
department of the interior during this 
and the past two sessions, and never 
has the demand been acceded to as 
readily and as fully. 

In regard to the matter in question, 
or whieh is stated by my hon, friend 
to be the matter in question, that is, 
the right of the hon. member for Mon- 
treal, St. Antoine, to inspect original 
documents on the files of the depart- 
ment, my hon, triend no doubt chang- 
ed his point of view when he changed 
his seat in the House. T understand 
that the business appertaining to 
the department of the interior is plac- 
ed under, my control as a trust to be 
distharged in the interest of the peo- 
ple, of the country, that while it is 
the right of parliament to have all in- 
formation in connection with that de- 
partment it. is only the right of par- 
liatnent: to Mayé' that information, and 
it is my understanding of the trust 
placed upon me that it is not the right 
of any individual, whether he be a 
member-of parliament.or not, to have 
access to the documents in that de- 
partment, As | understand the trust 
placed upon ane, in’ discharging the 
business of the people—the people who 
are behind members of parliament 
and who send them here—it is that 
documents placed in thgt department, 
the property oi the people, or repre- 
senting the property of the people, 
shall be duly and properly cared tor. 
If parliament sees fit to issue an order 
parliament is supreme. Parliament 
can turn the departisent of the inter- 
ior inside out it it pleases, but it is 
not the privilege of an individual of 
parliament to do so, 1 submit. Ti [ 
am instructed to the contrary, well 
and good, I will accept the instruc- 
tion, but in so far as I understand 
my duties and responsibilities, they 
are to carefully guatd and care for 
every paper and every interest that is 
in that department. My duty and re- 
sponsibility is to carefully guard and 
care for every paper and every inter- 
est that is in that department, and the 
fact that a certain gentleman has been 
houvored with a seat in this parliament 
does noi give him any more right to in- 
vestigate the private business of other 
people which is in charge of the de- 
partment of the interior, than it does 
any other citizen, 

Mr. Lake—If this resolution is pas- 
sed by the House, does the minister 
still intend to refuse to members o: 
parliament the privilege of looking at 
the files in this department. 

Mr. Oliver—Unless otherwise in- 
structed by the House I certainly do. 
1 do not aocept this resoMtion as in- 
struction on that point. Lf the House 
so instructs me then the responsibil- 
ity is taken off my shoulders and I 
care not, But so long as the respon 
sibility rests on my shoulders I ieel 
bound to discharge that responsibility 
according to my conscience, : 

Mr, Bristol—I would ask the min- 
ister if it has net been customary in 
his department for a long time past, 
to allow members of parliament to ex- 
amine original documents, just as Mr. 
Ames suid he was allowed to examine 
the Galway-brown papers? 

Mr. Oliver—Not to my knowledge. 

Mr. Bristol—-Was it-done without 

yous knowledge in the duparturent 
When did you. firet learn that your 
offiaers had beech accustomed to show 
original documents in that way? 
Mr. Oliver—1I never learned they 
were accustomed to suow original doc- 
umentsin that way. If they have 
beey accustomed to do, as I will take 
ocedsion to show, it was contrary to 
my orders and contrary to the orders 
viven before I entered the depart- 
ment, 


Mr. J. D. Reid--Did not the minis- 
ter invite members from this side of 
the House to go over to his depart- 
ment last session and the session be- 
iore, to inspect original documents? 

Mr, Oliver—Certainly not, But in 
the case mentioned by the hon, mem- 
ber for St. Antoine (Mr. Ames) there 
wag a@ question raised before the 
House to the correctness of a return 
and in order to facilitate business, in 
order to assist in ploaring up any! 
doubt or question there might be in 
that direction, permission was given 


to the member to look over the orig-

posite. They are transactions between 
the government. as representing the 
Whole people, and individual citizens. 
They are transactions which if they 
fre not completed then those papers 
should not be put in jeopardy by be- 
ing released from the responsibility 
at the department.. My hon, friend 
knows that transactions in regard to 
timber limits are never closed; that 
the license is renewed from year to 
year; and that at any tim a question 
may be raised as to the right of any 
person who holds that license and 
that the only evidence there is as to 
the right is the doeuiment upon file in 
the department of the interior, It is 
not a matter of interest particularly 
to the government whether these files 
are here or there, but it.is a matter 
ot very definite interest to the people 
whose title to their property rests 
upon these files, It is in the discharge 
of the duty of the department to these 
people that I say I do not think it is 
advisable either that the files should 
be released from the custody of the 
department or should be availyble to 
any person who may choose to in- 
spect them, But, my hon. friend may 
suy that a member of parliament, not 
only has the standing of being a mem- 
ber of parliament but that his position 
as a member of parliament places him 
so that he only looks over these files 
a3 a matter of public interest. Un- 
fortunately, members of parliament 
represent individuals—individual vot- 
ers and people having individual in- 
tereste—and there is nothing to hind- 
er any individual who wants to ac: 
quaint himself of the business of an- 
other individual asking a member of 
parliament to go into the department 
and diecover for him information that 
he wants, information in regard to the 
personal interests of that ciber indi- 
vidual, asing the member as a med: 
ium for acquiring information. Now, I 
think my hon, friends will agree that 
it ig not proper that the business of > 
department should be conducted 
as to permit that. The files are there 
and copies of them Jiave never heen 
refused the Houses, so that all the pubs 
lic interest in connection with the 
transaction can be decided by the 
House and so that every momber of 
the House has an equal opportunity 
ty inform, humgelj in regard te the bus- 
iness upon these files. But if these 
files are to be kept in the department 
subject to the inspection of individual

members of the House at pleasure, one 


member informs himself and the rest 
of the House which is equally entitled 
is not informed, and the hon. gentle- 
man who informs himself, whether for 
his own benefit or for the benefit cf 
private individuals for whom he is 
acting or for the purpose of discus- 
sion in the House, is placed at an 
absolutely unfair advantage as against 
other private individuals or against 
other members of the House, What I 
say in regard to timber limits applies 
to other transactions dealing with the 
public resources of the country. We 
ate not asking for secrecy because of 
transactions in which the government 
or its iriends are inyproperly inter- 
ested; we are not asking for secrecy 
because, as the leader of the House 
has pointed. If any member of the, 
House will give a public reason for 
the production of these documents all 
risks will be taken and they will be 
produced. 

What I said to the hon, member 
(Mr. Ames) was that I did not wish 
him to examine the documents in the 
department because I did not want 
to allow anybody to do so and I did 
not-Wish to make an “exception in this 
case. I said that if he wanted to get 
the documents the proper course was 
to get a resolution of the House and 
then the responsibiltiy was lifted from 
my shoulders, 

What I said in the House was that 
if my hon, friend (Mr. Ames) would 
show cause, would give a public rea- 
son for the production of these docu- 
mets [ for one would certainly agree 
produce them and he would un- 
doubtedly and unquestionably have a 
right to them. He would unquestion- 
avly have a right to them. But he 
did not give any public reason. In 
all the reasoning my hon. friend from 
North Toronto read in the report of

Documents Not Returned. 

Mr. Oliver—Should a paper be mis- 
laid, the proof of the fact could not 
then be made, If the department were 
anxious to shuffle off responsibility, 
it would be glad to have original pa- 
pers brought to the House. and have 
the rqsponsibility placed on other 
shoulders. Let me draw the atten- 
tion of the House to a fact which oe- 
curred duriing the session of 1906, An 
order was issued for a return, on a 
motion, of the Hon. Geo, E, Foster, for 
papers relating to timber berths Nos. 
1158, 1175, 1192, 1219, 1231 and 1232, 
including the original tenders and 
copies of all other papers. The return 
was prepared in the usual ways that 
is, by having copies made of all the 
papers, and the return was sent down 
to the House of Commons in this 
form. The hon, Mr. Foster raised the 
objection that the original tenders 
should have been included in the re- 
turn. On his request the — original 
fenders were therefore produced, and 
have not since been returned to the 
department. The departinent has not 
now the original tenders in these cas- 
es, but only copies thereoi. 

My hon, friend took the responsibil- 
ity or got the House to take the re- 
sponsibility for those papers, It is 
no coneern of ours where they are. 
They were taken out of our custody, 
and the parties who were the owners 
of those timber limits are short to 
that extent of their tiles to the tim- 
ber limits,

These documents were called for on 
the responsibiliay of this House and,

not my business to find fault with the 
decision of parliainent.

Is he now going to per- 
suade the House to the contrary by 
informing us that he had no reasons 
when he moved for the original docu- 
ments, that he knew nothing about 
the transaction, and that he actually 
tampered. with property belonging to 
these people without cause of provo- 
cation?

MR. KING'S REPORT. 
Toronto News—Mr. Mackenzie King’s 
report on Japanese immuigiation is a 
state paper of great interest and im- 
portance, On the tace of it, there is 
every evidence that it has been the re- 
sult ol a careful and sagacious inves- 
tigation. It is clear the tduring three 
months, June, July ond Awras; cf rast 
year, the numbers of Japaaese iy.mi- 
stants were very much larger than us- 
ual, but it is also evident that this in 
ilux was due to exceptional causes. 
When these causes ure separated from 
those otherwise contributing to the 
‘otal Japanese immigration, the whole 
hatier assumes an aspect which ap- 
pears to show that the Japanese im- 
nigration direct from Japan is eon- 
trolable under the existing arrange- 
ments with the Japanese government. 
Phe total numbers appears to be much 
maller than the accounts from day 
oday from British Columbia have led 

the people to believe. 

Altogether it seems that prior to 
1907 there were in British Columbia 
about 7500 Japanese and that the to- 
‘al immigration of Japanese in ten 
inonths amounted to 8,125, But near- 
ly one- half of these were merely in 
transit to the United States. Only 4,- 
429 Japanese remained in this coun- 
try. Ot these 2,779 came from Hawaii 
rhis invusion appears to have been 
induced by the state of the labor mar- 
Ket in Hawaii, where those who were 
“rganizing on a considerable scale 
Japanese immigration to the islands 
were desirous of promoting an arti- 
ficial and temporary scarcity of labor 
by exporting suddenly a considerable 
number of Japanese laborers. 

This side of the question seems to 
reveal 4 somewhat ruthless exploita- 
ion of Japanese laborers on the one 
hand by the Hawaii immigration 
companies and on the other by the 
employers of labor in the islands. As 
regards the immigration of this group 
1 2,779, the Japanese government 
swems to have no share, There was, 
however, an excess in immigration 
rom Japan direct. This immigration 
“ppears to have amounted to about 
1,650 during the ten months ending 
October, 1907, Of these, Mr King 
ays that 800 wore Japanese previous: 
(y resident in Canada, 100 were merch- 
ants, officers, students and travelers, 
1h0 were immigrants who had intend- 
vd to proceed to the United States, 
but who were refused entrance into 
that country and were held by the 
Canadian authoritics pending arrange- 
ments as to their disposal, while 200 
were regular immigrants holding Jap- 
anese passports. These figures togeth- 
er account for 750. There is thus a

This exceptional cause was the ac- 
jtivity of the Tokio Emigration com- 
{pany and the Nippon Supply com- 
pany. These companies, which acted 
in concert, appear to have secured a 
contract irom the Canadian Pacific 
railway aud to have been promised 
a contract by the Wellington Colliery 
company, of which Mr, Dunsmuir, 
lieutenant governor of British Colum- 
bia, is president, for the supply of 
laborers, ‘The full tale of the number 
required could not be procured in 
Canada, and thus the companies de 
termined to bring supplies from Ja- 
pan. Mr. King admits that:it is dif- 
ticult to determine whether the two 
companies, backed) by the powerful 
innuence of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way ,or by their mere possession of a 
contract with that company, were able 
to induce the Japanese government to 
relax their regulations in such a way 
as to permit the emigration of 900 
Japanese laborers, or whether the com- 
paimties merely took advantage of a 
relaxation already determined upon 
on other grounds. 

While there can be no doubt that 
the process of importing large num- 
bers of Japanese might have gone on 
had a vigorous protest not been made 
by the people of British Columbia, it 
is satisiactory to know that the di- 
mensions of the movement which has 
caused much excitement are no 
greater than they now appear to be 
An immigration of 900 Japanese in ex- 
cess of the 200 which might be expect- 
ed to arrive under normal circum- 
stances represents a very considerable 
increase, but the figures, after all, are 
not large, Return to normal condi- 
tions seems now highly probable. 
There is, however, another side to the 
whole matter. How are railways to 
be built if there is no labor to build 
them?’ Had the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way not employed Chinese on the 
mountain contracts, the portion of the 
line through the mountains might 
not have been built for many years, 
li the country must have raiiways, 
and if every white man is too busy 
farming or mining to build them, 
some other labor must be obtained, if 
necessary, under rigid rules as to com- 
petition in industries other than rail- 
road building. 

There seems no insuperable diffi- 
culty in the regulated admission of 
layorers from anywhere, although it 
must be admitted that regulation in- 
volving the forced emigration of lab 
orers when the scarcity of labor is 
over is apt to involve some system of 
peonage. Reduced as the question is 
in Mr. King’s lucid pages, to one of 
relatively small importance s0 far ar 
present numbers are concerned, there 
seems no cause for immediate fright 
at the yellow peril. This may be a 
question jor the futuré. It has vot 
yet presented itself in a demonstra- 
tive way. The people of British Co- 
lumbia seem to have been misled by 
the gross figures without taking ac- 
count of the large’ numbers of Jap- 
anese who were destined for the Un- 
ited States. It would appear that the 
difficulty arose through the contem- 
poraneous incréase af direct immigrg-; 
tion and the accidental and transitory 
influx from Hawaii.

Wives of Missionaries in Boxer Trou- 
ble Secure Big Indemnities. 


New York, Jan, 30,—The committee 
on reference and council representing 
the Protestant missionary boards and 
societies in the United States and 
Canada, yesterday made public the 
following statements concerning the 
indemnity claime of missionaries and 
missionary boartfs for losses during 
the Boxer outbreak in China, 

Senator Lodge reports that the en- 
tire amount paid out by the United 
States government for all claims that 
were presented is $2,000,000. In this 
connection Washington press de- 
spatches state that the most exorbi- 
tant claims were those of the wives 
of missionaries The fact is that 
$2,000,000 included the claims of many 
of those who were not missionaries, 
and that the bulk of the money paid 
for missionary claims was for mission 
property destroyed, cheifly schools and 
hspitals and their apparatus, The 
claims of one society on property ac- 
count alone amounted to nearly $400,- 
000, The clainng of the missionaries 
for personal property covered in some 
cases residences owned by them, and 
generally libraries, household furni- 
ture and supplies, as well as clothing. 

All claims were submitted to the 

Inited States commissioner in Pekin 
who approved them as fair and just. 
These claims are on file in the state 
department in Washington where any- 
one, we presume, can examine them, 
The missionary boards have nothing 
to conceal, nor are they conscious of 
having anything to apologize for,

HUGE CARIBOO HERD MOVING. 


Untold Numbers Now Passing Over 
River 100 Miles From Dawson, 


Dawson, Jan, 30,—The greatest herd 
of caribou ever reported in the Yukon 
is now moving southward across the 
head of Sixty Mile river, 100 miles 
west of Dawson. The herd has been 
crossing there for nearly one hundred 
days.

NOT GUILT OF MANSLAUGHTER, 


Verdict in Case against C.P.R, Con. 
ductor at Regina, 


Regina, Sask., Jan. 30.—After an 
absence of over four hours the jury in 
the case of W. E. Alexander, the 
C.P.R. conductor, charged with man- 
slaughter in connection with the fatal 
train wreck at Fushini Siding last fall, 
returned a verdict of “not guilty."’ A 
remarkable outburst of applause fol- 
lowed the announcement of the deci- 
sion, which only subsided as a result 
of a stern rebuke uttered by Judge 
Prendergast from the bench, who 
threatened to have the court cleared 
in the event of a repetition of such a 
demonstration. The jury in giving 
their verdict handed in the following 
recommendation: “We, the jurymen 
in the case of King vs. Alexander, re- 
commend that mort protection should 
be given the public in the matter of 
unprotected sidings by railway com- 
panies operating in this provinee.” 

A similar charge against Thomas 
Hinchy, the engineer of a wrecked 
passenger train, was taken up this 
afternoon while the jury in the Alex- 
ander case were out considering their 
verdict, and had not concluded when 
the court rose. The prisoner in this 
case was represented by W. F. G.

HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS. 


| Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the North- 
West Provinces exceptping 8 and 26, not 
reserved, may be home-steaded by any 
person the sole head of a family, or male 
over 18 years of age, to the extent of one- 
quarter section, of 160 acres, more or 
less. 

Application for homestead entry must 
be made in person by the applicant at 
a Dominion Land Agency or sub agency 
entry by proxy may, however, be made 
at any. agency on certain con- 
ditions by the father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister of an intend- 
ing homesteader. 

An application for entry or cancella- 

tion made personally at any Sub-Agent’s 
! office may be wired to the Agent by the 
Sub-Agent, at the expense of the appli- 
leant, and if the land applied for is va- 
cant on receipt of the telegram such 
application is to have priority and the 
land will be held until] the necessary pa- 
pers to complete the transaction are re- 
|ceived by mail. 
In case of ‘‘personation” of fraud the 
| applicant will forfeit all priority of 
|claim or if entry has been granted it 
will be summarily concelled. 

An application for concellation must 
be made in person. The applicant must 
be eligible for homestead entry and nd 
jother application will be received from 
}an individual until that application has 
| been disposed of. 

Where an entry is cancelled subse- 
| quent to institution for cancellation pro- 
ceedings the applicant for cancellation 
will be entitled io prior right of entry.

| A homesteader whose entry is not the 
subject of cancellation proceedings may, 
subject to the approval of Department 
relinquish it in favour of father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister if eligi- 
ble, but to no one else, on filing declar- 
ation of abandonment. 

Duties.—A settler is required to per- 
form the duties under one of the follow- 
ing plans: 

(1) At least six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each year 
during the tertn of three years, f 

(2) A homesteader may, if he so de- 
sires, perform the required residence du- 
ties by living on farming land owned 
solely by him, not less than eighty (80) 
acres in extent, in the vicinity of his 
homestead. Joint ownership in land 
will not meet this requirement. , 

(3) If the father (or mother, if the the 
father is deceased) of a homesteader has 
permanent residence on farming land 
owned solely by him, not less than eighty 
(80) acres in extent, in the vicinity of 
the homestead or upon a homestead en- 
tered for by him in the vicinity, such 
homesteader may perform his own resi- 
dence duties by living with the father 
(or mother), 

(4) The term “vicinity” in the two 
preceding paragraphs is defined as mean- 
ing not more than nine miles in a direct 
line, exclusive of the width of road al- 
lowances crossed in the measurement. 

(5) A homesteader intending to per- 
form his residence duties in accordance 
with the above while living with parents 
or on farming land owned by himself 
must notify the Agent for the district 
of such intention. 

Before making application for patent 
the settler must give six months’ notice 
in writing to the Commissioner of Dom- 
inion Lands at Ottawa, of his intention 
to do so. 

Synopsis of Canadian Northwest Mining 
Regulations, 

Coal.—Coal mining rights may be leas- 
ed for a period of twenty-one years at 
an annual rental of $1 per acre. Not 
more than 2.560 acres shall be leased to 
one individual or company. <A royalty 
at the rate of five cents per ton shall be 
pailentte on the merchantable coal min- 

Quartz.—A person eighteen years of 
age, or over, having discovered mineral 
in place, may locate a claim 1,500x1,500 
feet. 

The fee for recording a claim is $5 

At least $100 must be expended on the 
claim each year or paid to the mining 
recorder in lieu thereof. When $500 has 
been expended or paid, the locator may, 
upon having a survey made, and upon 
complying with other requirements, pur- 
chase the land at $1 per acre. 

The patent provides forzhe payment 
of a royalty of 2 1-2 per cent. on the 
sales, 

Placer mining claims generally are 100 
feet square; entry fee $5, renewable yoar- 
ly. 

An applicant may obtaiv two leases to 
dredge for gold of five miles each for a 
term of twenty years, renewable at the 
discrétion of the Minister of the Interior. 

The lessee shall have a dredge in op* 
eration within one season from the date 
of the lease for cach five miles, Rental 
$10 per annum for each mile of river 
loased. Loyalty at the rate of 2 1-2 per

JEWELLERY THEFT CASE. 


Jistriet Court this morning 
R. Roberts was Brought up — before 
Judge -H. ©, Taylor, charged with 
stealing jewellery to the value of $150 
from the jewellery steré of §, Nankin 
in October of November, 1907. Rob- 
erts was attested om Gunday, Novem- 
ber 17th, by Sergeadt Detective Grit- 
fiths, and. was ® preliminary 
hearing betore Magistrate Wilson, and 
committed for trial at the District 
Court, . 

In the information sworn gut 
against Roberts, it was alleged that 
he stole a watch, chain, cigar cutter 
and charm, key chain, brocch, diam- 
ond, pearl ring, seventeen jewelled 
filled wateh, and a ladies’ guard 
chain valued at $130. 

At the court this morning a number 
of witnesses were heard for the prose- 
cution, The case will be continued 
this afternoon. E, B, Cogawell, crown 
prosecutor, Conducted the prosecution 
and E, B. Williams appeared for the 
defence, H H, Robertson appeared 
on behalf of his client, Benjamin 
H, Stray, who was one of the wit- 
nesses for the prosecution, and who 
had been charged with complicity in 
the theft. 

The first witness in the case was 
Grant Lockman, bartender at the 
Grand View hotel, Lockman testified 
that he purchased several articles of 
jewellery from the accused, R. Rob- 
erts, Some of these articles were pro- 
duced in court and identified as the 
ones he had received. He received 
some of these as a gift from the ac- 
cused, and for others he had promised 
to pay. 

Eugene McDowell, clerk at the 
Grand View hotel, also swore that he 
had received articles of jewellery 
from the accused from time to time. 

Miss Gertrude Wait, clerk at Nan- 
kin’s jewellery store, told of her em- 
ployment in the store, She had never 
noticed anything suspicious about the 
actions of the accused, who was also 
a clerk at the store, She had receive 
ed a present of a brooch from the 
accused at one fime, He had taken 
the brooch from a drawer which they 
were-eteaning, and had stated that he 
would throw it away if the witness 
df not accept it, She had been giv- 
én no instructions by Mr, Nankin as 
to watching the movements of the ac- 
cused 

Benjamin H, Stray, stated that he 
knew Roberts, the accused, when he 
was engaged in the jewellery busmess 
in ‘loydminster, He met him in Ed- 
monton last fall, and on various oc- 
casions had pawned articles of jewel- 
lery for him receiving various small 
amounts for his seryices, 

A. F, Barton, a former clerk in Nan- 
kin’s jewellery store, swore positively 
regarding some of the articles which 
Stray had pawned,, He was employ- 
ed in Kline’s store where the goods 
were pawned. He. stated that he 
knew Mr, Nankin’s stock as he had 
worked in his store for some time. 
He had informed ‘Mr. Nankin that 
certain articles whieh looked like his 
stock had been’ pawned there. This 
eventually led to the-.arrest of Rob- 
erts on the charge of stealing jewel- 
lery, 

Samuel Nankin, p.vprietor of Nan- 
kin’s jewellery store, stated that Rob

erts, Miss Wait and Barton had all 
deen in his employ at one time. He

The jewellery recoyered from Lock- 
man & McDowell, which they had 
secured from the accused, and whieh 
had been put in as evidence, was iden- 
tified by Mr. Nankin as his, He had 
not given the accused any instrue- 
tions to sell them ou eredit, He be- | 
lieved the. goods ‘placed’ on exhibit

TAKES CASE TO WASHINGTON. 


American Citizen Claims He. Cannot 
Get Justice in Canada. 


Regina, Jan. 39.—There is every 
probability that the case of W. J. 
Holden, who was afsaulted during the 
riot at Balearres in March last, will 
become one to be settled between the 
Ottawa and Washington  govern- 
ments. Mr. Holden claims that he 
has been unable to get justice or a 
fair trial from the Canadian’ authori- 
ties, and being a citizen of the United 
States has instructed his solicitors to 
take up the question with Washing- 
ton 

This will lift it out of the hands 
of the authorities here and will com- 
pel a general investigation. Holden 
claims that dfring the rioting both 
he and his wife were injured by stones 
thrown by the mob, and that mem- 
bers of the Mounted Police stood by 
and made no attempt to interfere 
Later, when he entered action against 
individuals in the mob case, the case 
was thrown out, owing to the commis- 
sioner refusing to produce copies of 
the evidence taken during the police 
investigation which followed the riot- 
lug. 

He states that members of the foree 
were actuated by private grievances, 
and are being upheld in their perse- 
cution of himself by the authorities. 
This persecution has been carried to 
such an extent that he has been fore- 
ed to sell his property at Balearres at 
a loss, and he claims damages for in- 
juries received.

FIND VICTIM OF CAVE-IN. 


Rescuers Dig Continuously Fifty 
Hours Through Shifting Sand 
Near Elzin, 

Elgin, D1, Jan, 30,—After digging 
continuously for fifty hours through 
tons of shifting sand, rescuers to-night 
ached the body of Paul Jones, 21 
years old, who was caught in a cave- 
in on the George Brooks farm, near 
Algonquin. 

It became known that efforts to 
reach the youth while he was yet 
alive had failed, when his uncovered 
head was discovered at 6 o'clock. The 
body was not removed till midnight. 
All day crawds stood around the

Owing to the peculiar conditions 
only eight men could work at a time, 
Shifts were made frequently and the 
men worked frantically till the body 
was reached, At noon two expert well 
men arrived from Palatine and a new

Apparently Jones had been crushed 
to death by the impact of the sand 
and timbers -which buried him. The 
food passed down through a tube was 
untouched. He was employed by the 
Lake Shore Gravel Company of Al- 
gonquin, and lived with adopted par- 
ents at Cary Station, While prepar- 
ing to abandon a shaft of the com- 
pany last Tuesday Jones was lowered 
to the bottom to get some timbers 
which had fallen there. Suddnly the 
entire shafting caved in, burying him 
thirty-five feet below the surface,
